Between March, 1961, and January, 1967, BOSCH 
wag a conspirator іп a'total of seven raids against Сира 
which were stapped by federal authorities inithe Miami area. 
Не claimed responsibility for seven other raids which 
allegedly took place and two other raids which were 
unconfirmed and doubted, He claimed responsibility for 
the sabotage by explosion of a Spanish ship in Бай Juan, 
Puerto Rico, on Qcotber. 9, 1965. 


In December, 1966, he was found not guilty in 
United States District Court, Miami, where he was charged 
with extortion against four victims. 


On January 28, 1967, at a Cuban exile rally in 
Miami where about 20, 000 persons attended, BOSCH appeared 
with a group of his men, started fights and tried to break 
up the rally, Some of his men were arrested. 


On January 15, 1967, three of his men were 
arrested loading bombs on an airplane in Miami. 


On February 29, 1968, four of BOSCH's men were 
arrested in possession of a small boat and automatic 
weapons. Не said they were on their way to try and sink 
a Cuban ship off the coast of Florida.
